A 4-man committee outlined in| 
bold language the desperate plight 
to which the nation has been 
brought by the failures of Defense 
Mobilization Czar Charles E. Wil- 
son and the Congress to carry out 
a realistic stabilization of prices, 
rents and eStablishment of ade- 
quate policies on manpower, taxes, 
small business and labor participa- 
tion in government. 

The committee told Mr. Truman 
that the only effective action so 
far is the almost complete freeze 
on wages which amounts to harsh 
penalties’ and restrictions on the 
nation’s workers. 

The committee then arranged 
further conferences with Economic 
Stabilization Director E. Johnston 
in an effort to have him reject the 
unfair wage formula voted 6 to 3 
by the Wage Stabilization Board. 
The 3 labor members of the board 
submitted their resignations to Mr. 
Truman. 

The committee replied to Mr. 


Wilson’s belated invitation of Feb. 
16 to nominate a labor leader to — 
be one of his deputies. 

The committee said the issue 
goes far deeper than “merely the 


appointment” of a labor member 


to Mr. Wilson’s staff. 2 

“The millions of American work- 
ers we represent are becoming in- 
creasingly concerned and disturb- 
ed by accumulating evidence that 
our defense mobilization program 
is not being built upon the prin-— 
ciple of equality of sacrifice. In- 
stead we find it reflects only the 
philosophy of big business.

| 4 Rollback to June Only Out 


Apparently our recently appointed price and wage 
control officials are running into all kinds of snags in 
the attempts being made to peg prices and wages so they 
may stay stabilized. This is not to be wondered at in 
view of the way prices have been permitted to soar since 
the Korean war broke out, while wages and. fixed in- 
comes have remained largely stationary for most people. 
_ Not only are those in control of freezing both prices 
and wages experiencing all kinds of difficulties in fixing 
levels anywhere, but from every part of the country 
come reports that the upward trend is Continuing and 
that present prospects are that prices will continue going 
up still higher. Add to this the additional war taxes 
which are being promised, and the outlook for the 
future for the average citizen becomes darker for every 
day that passes. 

About all that our price and wage control board 
has done thus far is to approve both price and wage in- 
creases in a number of specific instances. Little or no 
hope is held out that prices can be pegged, even where 
they now are. Everything indicates that prices are to 
continue going up still higher, according to reports 
being published every day. So where and when are we 
to have any real controls? 

_ Nothing could be more unjust than to freeze present 
day high prices or future higher prices, with wages and 
fixed incomes remaining where they are. Only one 
course remains open to establish a situation that is at all 
equitable. That is to roll back the prices to where they 
were June 25, 1950. Any other course will be saturated 
with inequities.

There Is a Limit 


All that labor asks for is fair treatment. Prices were 
allowed to soar upward steadily from week to week 
for seven successive months before our government did 
a solitary thing about it, and then proceeded to freeze 
all prices at those abnormally high levels at the same 
time that it undertook to freeze all wages at the levels 
that in most cases had remained at the same levels as 
were in force June 25, 1950, when war broke out in 
Korea. Is it any wonder that a roar of protest went up 
from the camps of labor that apparently had the effect 
of making rather jittery those who were responsible for 
such maneuvering? 

When the switchmen and other railway employees 
walked out in a wildcat strike because neither govern- 
ment nor owners of the railroads seemed to have the 
slightest intention to do anything to settle the grievances 
of the railroad workers that was merely a symptom of 
something that was brewing in the minds of millions of 
workers in the United States in case the same attitude 
should be presented everywhere with reference to labor 
grievances that might grow out of the wage freeze. 
Labor will go far and suffer much before the members 
of our unions will revolt but there is a limit to how much 
the workers will take. 

Unless our government authorities become more 
considerate than they have seemed at times recently to 
be with what they undertake to ram down the throats 
of the workers we are in grave danger of not only union 
officials of labor simply refusing to go along but also of 
the rank and file balking. If that happens it could be 
too bad, yet certain government officials right up near 
the top are inviting it. 


Our Unauthorized War 


Although our country has not authorized any decla- 
tation of war against North Korea or Red China, our 
Army, Navy, and Air Force have been engaged in full- 
scale war in Korea during the past eight months or 
more. Not only are we at war but utterances from 
‘Washington indicate that the chief officials of our gov- 
ernment are determined to continue the present un- 
declared war for a long time to come, unless the 
opposition should-suddenly collapse and thus enable 
- our forces to claim complete and unqualified: victory. 
_ This, however, seems unlikely. 
~ Gen. Marshall has conveyed to Congress that he 
will need at least 15,000 fresh troops every month in 
__ Korea in order to keep the present action going indefi- 
_ nitely. That will be 180,000 fresh troops during the 
_ coming year in case this war should continue that much 
longer, with all kinds of possibilities that the total num- 
~ ber of soldiers that may be needed may become much 
larger than this, as was the case early in February when 
50,000 fresh troops were urgently asked for by the gen-

Sales Racket 


Washington (LPA—Comes March 
2 and the auto buyer may get a 
break. Price Controller DiSalle on 
Feb. 2 lissued an order, effective 
March 2, setting retail price ceil- 
ings on all autos, whether sold by 
dealers or individuals, 

DiSalle acted to stop a growing 
racket whereby a dealer drives a 
brand new car around the block, 
and then says it is a used car, thus 
evading the existing ceilings on 
prices of new cars. 

The order may mean a price roll- 
back on thousands of such “new- 
used” cars now displayed on lots 
the country over as “used cars.” 

Comes March 2, deaelrs’ ceiling 
prices will be the manufacturer’s 
list price plus charges for “legiti- 


‘mate extras.’’ On any used star still 


being manufactured, the ceiling 
will be the delivered ceiling price 


| when new. Thus, a 1950 Chevrolet, 


for example, originally sold for 
$1450, cannot be bought nor sold by 
a dealer or individual after March 
2 for more than $1450. For all other 
models of used cars the ceiling will 
be the highest price listed for that 
make and model in the January 
1951 issue of the official guide 
which the seller customarily used 
between Dec, 1, 1950 and Jan. 25, 
1951. 

The order setting ceiling prices 
on autos followed by a day the an- 
nouncement that use of steel for 
autos and other consumer durable 
goods would be cut 20 persent April 
1 and 30 percent for the third quar- 
ter of the year. 

Industry sources immediately an- 
nounced they may have to ask 
price increases for autos, refriger- 
ators, stoves, radios, and the like. 
Their argument cutbacks in steel 
will mean lowered production, 
which will mean higher unit costs 
of production—so, the customer, as 
usual, will bear the burden.

Restrictions 
Lifted a Bit 


Unionists who are veterans 
will be interested to learn of 
the ruling of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration last Monday con- 
cerning exemption from credit 
restrictions, under certain. con- 
ditions, on acquiring a lot with 
intention to build. : 

Any eligible veteran who, be- 
fore October 12,..1950, had ac- 
quired a building lot with inten- 
tion of constructing his own 
home on it, may. be exempted |. 
from the credit restrictions im-: 
posed on that date for GI loan 
purposes, 

However, the lot must. have 
been acquired (or purchase con- 
tract executed) before Otcober 
12, 1950, There must also be evi- 
dence that. as of that date, he 
actually intended to build his 
home. The vet must also certify 
that.Reg. X. would work a hard- 
ship on him. Also, if loans are 
mafe under the exemption, they 
are still subject to credit curbs 
issued in July of last year.
